* TESTANT ORPHAN HEFUGKF,. 

“The object of this Soctety is to preserve the Protestantiam of the 
destitute Urphans of Mixed Marriages. The offapring of those un 
happy untons have, until within the last few years, been abandoned 
almost entirely to Komantem, from want of an asylum for these 
children among our Protestant Institutions, This state of thing», it 
is felt, should not be permitted to continue, and the object of this 
Appeal is to draw the increased attention of Protestants to the claims 
of this Rociety, which now maintains 163 of these poor orphans, 
Last month fourteen very distressing cases of Orphanage pre- 
sented themselves for admission. Each of these children was the 
offspring of a mixed marriage, and there being no other Protest 
Asylum in which they could obtain a shelter, the Committee we 
much pained to find that, regarding this matter in a Gnancial point of 
view, they were not in a position to receive any of these orphans, 
there being already 146 under the care of the Society, while their 
funds were exhausted, and their liabilities at the close of the month 
would be nearly £400, The Committee felt that very great respon- 
sibility rested on them in the choice of either alternative presented. 
On the one hand, receiving these children, the Committee would 
ineur additional liabilities to the extent of about £80 a year, and, on 
ihe other, in refusing admission, they would be casting off so many 
members from the Protestant faith into the arms of the Romish 
Chureh, which would be only too ready to embrace them. Many ot 
the poor widowed mothers (all ’rotestants) hadalready endured much

suffuring in their struggle to preserye the Protestantiem of their 
offspring, and had resisted many and tempting overtures from the 
Roman Catholic relatives of their decensed husbands; and the 
Committee felt that they would be betraying the trust reposed in 
them by the Protestant public if they did mat once streich out a 
hand to rescue some at least of these poor little ones from the peculiar 
peril to which they were exposed, and trust to Protestant benevolence 
and zeal for an Indemnity in this exercise of their discretion. A-

In seasons 
profoundest tranquillity he has striven to disturb the 
ee of his country. Favoured by England, he hates 
her. Pardoned by the Queen, he tries to arouse & 
spirit of rebellion amongst her subjects. Contemned 
by the Government, he endeavours to excite its 
notice by repeated acts of mean opposition. Smith 
O’Brien is now, as he ever has been, a traitor 
to the Throne and enemy to his country. England 
could put her heel on the worm and crush it, but 
around it is the fruit of a nation which cannot be 
thrown aside or destroyed without loss and ruin. For 
this reason the wicked deeds and designs of the per- 
sistent rebel are ignored or disregarded. The poltroon 
of the potato field is, moreover, too much of the coward 
still todo his treason without a cover. He speaks, and 
you know he means hatred to England ; but his lan- 
guage is guarded spleen; he acts, an“ no one of his 
deeds is assailable by law, though tainted throughout 
with rebellion. Of this wretched character is his 
recent letter to the author of the fustian called “La 
Question Irlandaise.’ ‘That pamphlet bears the 
stamp of French forwardness and superficiality, There 
is the usual quantum of presumption and conan. 
The real condition ot Lreland is wholly misunderstood. 
The true sentiments of her people are equally unknown. 
The penal disabilities under which our Roman Catho- 
lic brethren of the sister island so long laboured are en- 
tirely removed. Members of this persuasion fill not 
only some of the high offices of the state, but prepon- 
derate on the judicial bench and in other important Go- 
vernment appointments, The country is rapidly proe- 
pering, and the people arein proportion uil 
and happy. The party and religious feuds which still exist 
only show that the spirit of thrivance and peace has not 
destroyed earnestness and faith. For these cannot exist 
in a country of divided opinions without occasional out- 
breaks and contradictions. In the midst of these scenes 
of success such men as Smith O’Brien, and such pub- 
lications as the Nation newspaper, by their continual 
restlessness and misrepresentatioas, embolden the free 
lances of the French press to cast a longing eye on 
Ireland, and to describe it as ready to receive them with 
open arms, and join in the national plunder. It is enough 
to know that M. Marie Martin, the writer of the Irish 
Question,” bespatters O.Brien with praise, and that this 
flattery is eagerly swallowed by the pardoned convict, to 
judge of the kind ot information and opinion to be gleaned 
from this precious document. Ignorance and mis- 
statement could scarcely go further. Asa matter of 
course, this is the kind of publication which Smith 
O’Brien admires. Accordingly we find him inditing 
a fulsome letter to the stupid writer, lauding him for 
the very qualities which are least perceptible in his 
wretched brochure. The Irishman, indeed, is cun- 
ning enough to own that an invasion of his country 
by France would be disastrous to both. But he 
nevertheless encourages the spirit of disaffection in the 
one, and the spirit of aggression and spoliation in the 
other. His letter can bear no other meaning. What 
does Ireland want with the friendship and sympathy of 
France unless as an integral part of the United King 
dom? The author of the Irish Question“ does not care 
to conceal the new French idea in regard to Ireland. 
To agree with men of this stamp is to be traitors to 
England in heart if not in expression. To encourage 
their misapprebensions, their ignorance, or design, is to 
foment rebellion, and to invite aggression 
We have had a little too much of this of latein many 
quarters. Lord Fermoy coolly told the House of 
Commons some short time ago that if Ireland were put 
to the vote, she would declare for a separation from 
England. Mr. Maguire repeated the same folly not many 
evenings since. How is this to be construed but into 
excitement to rebellion ? There is no intention to ask 
the sister island to exercise universal suffrage on the 
question of the union or her connection with the 
British Crown. Then why mention it? What can it 
import but an echo to the impudent notions of 
France?—notions which are an insult to the common 
sense and common freedom of Irishmen. What can 
be wiore degrading to that country than by implica- 
tion to indicate her wish to be united to the French 
tyranny? To lose their free speech, their free press, 
their free votes, their free Parliament, their free justice 
seats, their free Government, their free religion, for an 
absolutism which broods over all things and suppresses 
the very name of liberty.. Surely there is not an Irish- 
man so besotted as to desire submission to absolutism. 
Men may be misled by passion, and blinded by party 
teuds and animosities, but they are not so entirely mad 
as to rush into a despotism which would totally annihi- 
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late the very power they possess to utter their imagi- 


nary or real wrongs and gricvances. Even Smith 
O'Brien is tov shrewd to place himself under the doi des 
suspects, and the Nation does not court an avertissement. 
No. the game is one of pure mischief and paltry malice. 
But it remains for i “hmen themselves to vindicate the 
national character. A successful rebellion can never take 
place in that country. A successful invasion, while Eug - 
land has a man le(t, and Ireland too, is impossible. Then, 
why stir the questions? Things that Could not be were 
they even d@irable are not moved by sensible men; but 


v ben they are impracticable and unpalatable both, 
surely it is the acme of folly to dwell upon them. 
Irishmen are as well off now as, doubtless, they ever 
will be. We speak, of course, as to their general 
present condition. The mischievous grumblers who 
are smarting under their Sovereign’s pardon ought to 
have no voice in a community so prosperous. They 
should be left to the ignominy of their [truckling 
spirit and their ingratitude. The inconsiderate mem- 
Here of Parliament who, to excite attention, utter dis- 
loyalty and nonsense in one breath; the French igno- 
raiúuses who, to back the new French idea, attempt to 
deseribe the condition and the disposition of Ireland ; 
and that Imperial notion itself which delights in excit- 
ing rebellions and creating new nationalities ;—these 
should all be proscribed and condemned by the common 
sense and common interestof the entire body of Irish’ 
men. The hallucination is, indeed, most idle; but, 
mad in an individual, it becomes disgraceful and disloy al 
in a nation. It is due to Ireland to answer the“ Irish 
Question“ by its contempt, and Smith O’Brien by the 


punishment of utter neglect.—Morning Herald. 
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EDUCATIONAL ISSUE RAISED BY RECENT 
COMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS. 

Some very interesting facts appear in the results 
published to-day of the Indian Civil Service Examina- 
tion, and the Oxford Local Examination of this year. 

For the Indian service eighty gentlemen have been 
selected, after the usual competition open to all natural- 


born subjects of the Queen. The whole number of 


candidates is not stated. Last year there were forty 


places and one hundred and nineteen candidates ; 
and we may suppose double the number of candidates 


this year for the eighty places thrown up. It may 


excite surprise that, considering how perfectly free 
all of the required age and health are to enter in, 
there should be so few of our young healthy students 
anxious to secure first-rate openings in India. But, 


in truth, the full difficulties of the examination are well 


known in all our colleges and schools. Presuming on 
the proportion of last year, there were probably about 
240 candidates, and these we may rest assyred were the 
crack men of their respective colleges—men who had 


energy and health enough to face the stern preparation 


for the ordeal. We may be quite certain that the 


eighty sclected men are in all respects some of the very 
best mon in our Universities—men of rare mental energy 


and aptitude for various departments of knowledge. It 
was thought that by opening the Indian Civil Service to 
all in a iree competition, general education would be 


much stimulated ; the result has rather disappointed that 
expectation. Splendid prizes placed very high, to be at- 
tained by extfaordinary exertion, serve as fine rewards, no 
doubt, for the first-class men of our Universities, but they 
serve as little stimulus to the many students outside the 
ambitious two or three hundred who deliberately strive 
to obtain them. ‘The eighty young men of remarkable 
talent, who are now destined for the Civil Service of 
India, would in any case have pursued their studies 
with intense zeal, and would doubtless have risen high 
in any calling to which they might have devoted them- 
sclyes, Bat it is certainly a good thing to secure their 
abilitios for State work (provided they are not too proud 
to work well in harness), and it is still more gratifying to 
know that this open competition gives a splendid career 
to young men wlio, without the chance, would have been 
unable to enter into the army or the liberal professions, 
simply through want of means. 

The places of education of the various candidates 
show some curious results. In English literature and 
composition a candidate from Melbourne was first! The 
advent of the long-expected “New Zealander may now 
indeed be close at band when a town—not better than a 
village of huts twelve years ago—esends a — 1 4 
man of nineteen to beat the best men of our old Univer- 
sities in the literature of our own country, andin the 
composition of our own language. The young colonist— 
Mr. Charles Cevil Stevens—may well be proud of such a 
success. We notice also that he was third of the whole 
rome victore—an Oxford man heading the list, and an 
Aberdeen student coming in second. In proportion to 
former achievements the Irish combatants have not
